Me haue 
dcauled thete our letters pattents ts bee 
made, ſigned with our owne hand, and 
ot our ſpeciall grace, full power and au⸗ 
thozity Royaàll, doe giue and grant vnto 
all the locietie and companie of Jeluites 
kree liberty and power to dwell and re⸗ 
ſide inſuch places where at this pꝛelent 
they finde them lelues to bee eſtabliſhed 
within this our Realme of France, that 
is inthe Townes of Tholoze, Agen, 
Rhode, Londem, Perigeux, Linoges, 
Tournon „ Le pots, Aulenat , Beziers 
and beſides thele places at the requeſt of 
his ſaid holineſſe and in regard of the ſin⸗ 
gular affection which we beare vnto him, 
wee haue further granted, and permit 
them to place and reeſtabliſh themlelues 
in our Townes of Lyon, Dijon, and parti- 
cularly in our houſe of La Fleſche in An- 
iou? There to continew and eſtabliſbe 
their relldence , neuerthelefle vpon theſe 
conditions and pꝛohibitions following. 
Firſt, that they ſbal not erect any Col⸗ 
leges noꝛ places of Reſidence in anie

2 That all thoſethatare of the ſaid 
Doctetie within our laid Realme,agalſo 
their Nectoꝛs, and Pꝛouiſoꝛs, ſhall bee 
naturall French men boꝛne, and that no 
ſtranger ſhall bee admitted to be amongſt 
them, oz to haue any place within their 
Colledges and Reſidencies, without our 
laid licence and permiſſion, And ik there 
beany luch at this pzeſent amongſt them, 
they ſbalbe bound within thꝛee monthes 
after the publication of theſe pꝛelents, 
to withdꝛaw themſelues into their own 
Countries. Neuerthelefſe we doe by 
theſe pzeſents let you know, that wee 
in this woꝛd Stranger, compꝛehend not 
the Inhabitants of the Towne and 
Countie of Avignon. by :

That krom hencekozth, all thoſe of 
the ſaid Docietie, as well theythathaue 
made ſimple vowes only, as the reſt of 
them neither ſball, noꝛ may not get, noꝛ 
pzocure vnto themlelues within this our 
Realme of France, any moueable goods, 
and chattels, either by buying,gift, oz o⸗ 
therwile, without our ſpectall licence and

ny ſucceſſion, either direct, oꝛ collaterall, 
nomoze then other religious perſons, 
Cs neuer⸗ 
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neuerthelelle ifit fallout hereafter, that 
they arelicenced by the laide companie, 
they may receiue into their Kites, as be⸗ 


foze. 

7 They ſhall neither take noꝛ receine 
any vnmoueable goods oz lands, of thoſe 
that from hencefozth ſhal enter into their 
Societies, but they ſhall be reſerued bn⸗ 
to their heires, oz to thole to whom they 
ſhall haue diſpoſed the lame, befozc their 
entrance into the ſaide Society. 

8 They ſhall alſo be ſubiect in all 
things, and in euery point vnto thelawes 
ot our Realme, and puniſhable by our Df- 
ficers, in ſuch maner, as all other eccleſi⸗ 
aſticall and religious perſons are ſub⸗ 
iects vnto them. : 

9 "They ſhall not vndertake, noz doe 
any thing(either ſpirituall oꝛ tempoꝛall) 
to the pꝛeiudice ot any Biſhops, Chap⸗ 
ters, Cures, and Uniuerſities, noꝛ ot any 
other religious perſons, but ſhall con⸗ 
koʒme them ſelues to the common Law. 

10 They ſball not pꝛeach adminiſter 
the holy lacraments, noꝛ heare any mans 

nfeſſion , but only of thoſe that are of 
their owne Society, it they be not per- 
mitted thereunto by the Biſhoppes of 
thoſe places, of the Lourtes of Parlta- 
ment where they are eſtabliſhed, that is 
at Bordeaux, and Diion, * the 

aide 
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ſaid permiſſion is not to be vnderſtood 
of the Parliament of Paris,) vnlefle it be 
in the Towne of Lyon, and La Fleſche, 
wherein they are permitted to reſide and 
exerciſe their functions, as in the other 
plates which are granted vnto them, 

11: AIndtothe end that thoſe ot the 
raid Society, which are at this pꝛelent 
re- eſtabliſbed, may haue meanes to main⸗ 
taine them ſelues and to liue in their Col⸗ 
ledges and reſidencies, we haue permit⸗ 
ted and by theſe pzeſerits doe permitte 
them to entoy their rents and reuenues 
both pꝛeſent, and aiſo that which hereto⸗ 
foze they haue had and enioyed, and ikthe

And to that end we will and com⸗ 
mand all our welbeloued and faithfull 
Subiects, and ſeruants of our Court 
ok Parliament, to allow of theſe our Let⸗ 
ters Pattents, and to cauſe them to be 
read, publiſhed, + recoꝛded, and that the 
laid company and Society of Jeſuites, 
mayfreely entoy and vle their pꝛiuiled⸗ 
ges in the laid Letters Pattents, ſpeciſi⸗ 
ed and let downe, and to cauſe al Roules 
x Smpeachments touching the ſame -

The Sentence or Decree made 


by the Court of Parliament of Paris, 
againſt rhe 7eſaites, vpon the 23. 
day of December laſt paſt. 
Te Court ot Parliament, vpon the 
inrouling of the ſaid Letters Pat⸗ 
tents, oꝛdaine that their Lounſell ſhall 


cozrect, and amend their Bils , and adde 
BD 2 there⸗ 
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thereunto whatloeuer they ſhall thinke 
conuenient within eight dates, and that 
they ſhall pzoduce and giue contradicti⸗ 
ons and exceptions within the laid time 
pꝛelcribed, andthen to recemeſentence, 

They further oꝛdame, that the pꝛouin⸗ 
ctalt and the reſt of his company deman- 
dants in the caſe, and his aſſiſtants ſhall 
peſentiyſubſcribevntothe Dubmiſſion, 
made by their pꝛouinciall, to confozme 
themleines vnto the Doctryne ofthe Sor- 
boniſts , ſpecially in that which concer⸗ 
neth the pꝛeleruation of the Kings moſt 
ſacred perlon, the maintaining of their 
authozity Ropall, and the liberties of the 
Church of France, which hath alwates 
and moſt anciently been obſerued, and 
kept within this Realme of France, that 

eing ſeen and communicated vnto the 
Rings Attourny general and the Coun⸗ 
ſel on both (des they may haue ruſtice as 
Law and reaſon requireth, In the mean 
time, they haue and do make defence and 
ſtraight pꝛohibitions vnto the laid So⸗ 
ciety. not to innouate, do, oꝛ bndertake a= 
nything contrary oꝛ to the pꝛeiudice of 
their Letters Pattents of reeſtabliſhe⸗ 
ment, noz of the derree oꝛ ſentence ofthe 
verification of theſame, as alſo not to 
meddle oz take vpo them either 1 — 
ues 
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ſeiues 02 by any other perſons appoin⸗ 
ted by them, to teach chiidzen within 
the City ot Paris, in any wiſe whatſoeuer, 
netther yet to exerciſe the function of 
Scholars, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture of 
their Letters Pattents of reeſtabliſh- 
ment, relferuing coſt and charges. Pꝛo⸗ 
nounced the 23 of December, 1611.

About a 
month fince,we grated our Letters at- - 
tents in maner of an edict, fo2 the reeſta⸗ 
bliſbmẽt ofthe Jeſmtes in certain places 
of this our Reaime, with certain excepti⸗ 
ons à conditions therein mentioned foꝛ 
verification whereof, accozding to our 
good will and plealure, it is our will and 
deſire that you ſhall content your ſelues, 
with the demonſtrations and reaſons 
which we haue ſet downe, and W 

re 
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red of, with the beſt aduice and counſell 
which may be giuen by ſuch perlons as 
are altogether led and pꝛouoked there⸗ 
unto with a good and entire affection, 
belides that fox our owne parts we haue 
luch pꝛegnant reaſons that mone vs 
thereunto, that they ought not in any 
wile to be debated, Mee lee a know bet⸗ 
ter then any other, what courſe we are to 
hold, and leeing that it hath pleaſed God 
by his grace to giue vs the meanes, to 
pꝛelerue this veſſell from the ſtozmes and 
tempeſts paſt we meane ſtill to guide the 
Uuther, that it may ſaile the happelyer 
by the aid and helpe of God. Me haue 
not granted them this reeſtabluſbment 
but vpon very good and materiall conſi⸗ 
Derations , from whence we cannot 
lwarue, without a moſt notable inte⸗ 
reſt and p2eiudice to the good of our e⸗ 
fate: foz this cauſe theretoꝛe we will, X 
erpzeſly command and entoine you by 
thele pzeſents, ſigned with our owne 
hand, that pzeſently and without delay, 
vou ſtʒ all rateſie and confirme thoſe our 
ſaid Letters Pa3ttents of edict , accoꝛ⸗ 
dingto the fozm2 and tenure thereof, 
without anyrefuſale pꝛolongation, mo⸗ 
deration oꝛ difficultie whatſoeuer, oz

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ther oꝛ moze expꝛeſle commandement 
therein, either bywozd of mouth, oz wꝛi⸗ 
ting then theſe pꝛelents, which ſhal ſerue 
vou foz the firſt ſecond and finall Lom- 
million, which you may expect to haue 
fromvs, without referring your ſelues 
vnto the reaſons which haue moued you, 
to make the ſaid declaration vnto vs, 
92 which hereafter may moue you to doe 
the like, which we haue well conſidered, 
but notwithſtanding the ſaid declarati⸗ 
on, and without any reſpect thereof, It 
is our will and pleaſure , that you ſhall 
p2oceed to the ſaid verification , fox ſuch 
is our pleaſure.
